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MARKET  REVIEW 

Preliminary  reports  of  stocks  of  raw  and  ref ined  .s ugar  held  by- 
all  primary  distributors  on  Jan.  31,  1970  totaled  2,8  38,000  short 
tons,  raw  value.  This  was  42,000  tons  more  than  a  month  earlier 
but  313,000  tons  less  than  on  the  same  date  last  year.  Cane  sugar 
refiners'  stocks  declined  211,000  tons  during  January  and  on  Jan.  31 
totaled  753  ,  000  tons  ,  or  182,000  tons  less  than  a  year  earlier.  Beet 
processors'  stocks  of  1,6  77,000  tons  on  Jan.  31,  were  80  ,  000  tons 
less  than  on  the  same  date  last  year  but  26  4,000  tons  more  than  a 
month  earlier . 

Sales  of  sugar  in  1970  are  off  to  a  good  start.  Preliminary 
reports  indicate  that  distribution  by  primary  distributors  during  the 
period  Jan.  1  -  Feb.  14,  1970  amounted  to  1,186,000  short  tons, 
raw  value,  compared  with  1,004,000  and  1,130,000  tons  respectively, 
during  the  same  periods  of  1969  and  1968.  These  reports  include 
constructive  deliveries -- sugar  sold  and  charged  to  quotas  inDecember 
but  delivered  in  January  and  February  of  the  following  year  -  in  the 
year  of  the  sale,  not  the  year  of  delivery.  Constructive  -deliveries 
amounted  to  about  50,000  tons  in  late  1969,  217,000  tons  in  1968  and 
11,000  tons  in  1967.  Assuming  that  three  fourths  of  the  constructive 
deliveries  would  have  been  consumated  by  mid-February,  physical 
deliveries  through  Feb.  14  in  the  three  years  would  have  totaled 
1,224,000  tons  in  1970,  1,167,000  tons  in  1969  and  1,138,000  tons 
in  1968.  Therefore,  physical  sugar  deliveries  through  Feb.  14,  1970 
appear  to  have  been  about  57,000  tons  larger  than  during  the 
comparable  period  of  1969  when  they  were  at  a  then  record  level. 

Reported  distribution  of  refined  sugar  by  states  of  destination 
totaled  just  over  200  million  hundredweight  during  calendar  year  1969, 
or  nearly  five  million  hundredweight  less  than  last  year.  Deliveries 
in  1968  included  217,000  tons  of  constructive  deliveries  compared 
with  about  50,000  tons  in  1969.  Physical  deliveries  during  1969, 
therefore,  totaled  203  million  hundredweight  as  compared  with  201 
million  in  1968. 
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In  1969,  cane  sugar  refiners  delivered  68.1  percent  of  the  total 
reported  deliveries  compared  with  30.0  percent  delivered  by  beet 
sugar  processors.  In  1968,  cane  sugar  refiners  delivered  69.6 
percent  of  the  total  compared  with  deliveries  of  28.1  percent  by  beet 
sugar  processors. 

Two  of  the  geographic  regions,  New  England  and  the  South, 
received  about  one  percent  more  sugar  during  1969  than  during  1968. 
The  North  Central  region  received  5.1  percent  less  than  last  year, 
the  West  three  percent  less  and  the  mid-Atlantic  region  1.7  percent 
less.  Infour  states,  deliveries  in  1969  exceeded  those  of  1968  bymore 
than  100  ,  000  hundredweight .  They  were  Georgia,  up  323,000  hundred- 
weight; Florida,  up  281,000  hundredweight;  Texas,  up  231,000 
hundredweight;  and  Tennessee,  up  166,000  hundredweight.  All  of  the 
states  with  increases  of  more  than  1 00  ,  000  hundredweight  #ere  in  the 
South . 

In  ten  states,  deliveries  in  1969  declined  more  than  100,000 
hundredweight  as  compared  with  last  year.  Deliveries  to  Illinois 
declined  the  most,  down  2,067  million  hundredweight,  followed  by 
California,  down  1.127  million  hundredweight.  These  two  states  alone 
accountedfor  more  than  two-thirds  of  the  total  decline  in  1969  for  all 
states . 

On  Jan.  14,  1970,  the  cane  sugar  refiner  on  the  West  Coast 
reduced  the  price  quotations  for  selected  industrial  grades  of  sugar 
and  consume  r  -  size  packages  .6  cent  per  pound.  Other  sellers  in  the 
area  officially  did  not  meet  these  prices  and  on  Jan.  16  the  same 
refiner  announced  that  effective  Jan.  19,  1970,  the  list  prices  of 
those  items  that  were  reduced  by  the  Jan.  14  announcement  would  be 
advanced  .85  cents  per  pound.  Taken  together,  these  actions 
increased  the  quoted  price  from  10.25  cents  per  pound  to  10.50  cents 
for  refined  sugar  sold  in  100-pound  paper  bags  in  the  Pacific  Coast 
region.  Other  interested  sellers  in  the  region  followed  with  announce- 
ments  reflecting  similar  quotations. 

On  Jan.  22,  a  beet  processor  in  the  intermountain  Northwest 
region  announced  that  effective  at  the  close  of  business  Jan.  23, 
1970,  the  price  quotation  for  fine  granulated  sugar  sold  in  100-  pound 
paper  bags--the  basis  pack--would  be  increased  .25  cent  per  pound, 
from  10.25  cents  to  10.50  cents.  The  announcement  further  stated 
that  until  close  of  business  Jan.    30  consideration  would  be  given  to 
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day-to-day  orders  at  pre -announcement  prices.  Other  interested 
sellers  in  the  area  followed  with  announcements  of  similar  import. 

On  Feb.  16,  a  beet  sugar  processor  announced  that  effective 
immediately  in  the  Chicago-west  territory  list  prices  for  industrial 
sugars  were  being  increased  .35  cent  per  pound.  This  would  increase 
the  quoted  price  for  100-pound  bags  of  fine  granulated  sugar  in  this 
region  from  1 0  .  50  cents  per  pound  to  10.85  cents.  The  announcement 
further  stated  that  existing  first  quarter  contracts  would  be  honore'd 
at  present  prices  and  any  undelivered  balances  remaining  at  close  of 
business  March  31,  1970  will  be  cancelled.  The  seller  -'also  stated 
that  consideration  would  be  given  to  firm  orders  for  shipment  or 
delivery  by  the  close  of  business  May  15,  1970,  at  the  new  increased 
prices.  Other  beet  sugar  processors  followed  with  announcements  of 
similar  increases  in  this  territory. 

Shown  below  are  the  price  quotations  as  of  Feb.  24, by  regions, 
for  refined  sugar  sold  at  wholesale  in  the  basis  pack- - 100 -pound  paper 
bags.  Significant  variations  between  actual  and  quoted  prices  may  be 
found  in  certain  regions  reflecting  competitive  conditions  peculiar  to 
these  regions .

The  U.  S.  average  retail  price  for  refined  sugar  sold  in  5- 
pound  paper  bags  was  12.54  cents  per  pound  in  January,  up  from 
12.48  cents  in  December  and  up  from  12.20  cents  during  December 
a  year  ago.  The  average  for  the  1969  calendar  year  was  12.40  cents 
per  pound  or  .22  cent  per  pound  higher  than  the  1968  average  of 
12.18  cents . 


The  spot  quotation  for  raw  sugar  duty  paid  and  delivered  to  New 
York,  as  reported  by  the  Spot  Committee  of  the  New  York  Coffee  and 
Sugar  Exchange,  averaged  8.11  cents  per  pound  during  January,  up 
from  7.73  cents  in  December  and  7.67  cents  in  January  of  last  year. 
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The  New  York  quotation  finished  calendar  year  1969  on  a  strong 
note  which  continued  throughout  most  of  January  1970.  However,  on 
Jan.  29 ,  the  quotation  began  to  weaken,  dropping  from  8.18  cents  to 
8.05  cents.  On  February  2,  the  quotation  was  8.04  cents.  It  dropped 
to  eight  cents  on  Feb.  4,  to  7.95  cents  on  Feb.  13  and  to  7.90 
cents  on  Feb.  18.  On  Feb.  24,  the  price  quotation  was  7.90  cents  per 
pound  compared  with  7.67  cents  on  the  same  date  last  year.  For  the 
period  Feb.  1-24,  the  quotation  averaged  7.97  cents  per  pound,  up 
from  7.69  cents  during  the  same  period  last  year. 

Sugar  production  in  Puerto  Rico  in  1970  has  experienced  some 
problems  with  adverse  weather  conditions  during  harvest.  Wet  weather 
which  has  resulted  in  trashy  cane  being  delivered  to  the  mill  has 
reduced  the  yield  of  sugar  per  ton  of  cane.  As  of  Feb,.  15  -  production 
amounted  to  111,000  tons  of  sugar  with  16  mills  operating  compared 
with  53,000  tons  of  sugar  produced  through  the  comparable  date  last 
year  when  eight  miils  were  grinding.  The  yield  of  sugar  per  ton  of 
cane  has  averaged  7.178  percent  so  far  this  year  compared  with  8.631 
during  the  comparable  period  last  year. 

Sugar  production  in  Florida  from  the  1969-70  crop,  as  of  Feb. 
13,  totaled  394,000  tons,  raw  value,  with  about  75  percent  of  the 
crop  harvested  and  processed.  Production  from  the  current  crop  is 
estimated  at  between  520  and  525,000  tons  compared  with  production 
of  543,000  tons,    raw  value,   last  year. 

Cane  sugar  production  in  Hawaii  totaled  27,000  tons  through  Feb. 
7,  when  eight  mills  had  commenced  grinding,  compared  with  31,000 
tons  produced  last  year  through  Feb.  8  when  nine  mills  had  started 
grinding .

The  World  spot  quotation  for  raw  sugar  bagged  and  stowed  at 
Greater  Caribbean  ports,  including  Brazil,  as  reported  on  the  New 
York  Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange,  averaged  3.12  cents  per  pound  in 
January,  up  from  2.86  cents  in  December  and  2.95  cents  in  January 
a  year  age-. 

The  World  price  has  been  relatively  strong  in  1970  as  compared 
with  recent  years.  On  Feb.  2,  the  quotation  was  3.25  cents  per 
pound,  on  Feb.  3,  it  declined  to  3.20  cents,  on  Feb.  6  to  3.15 
cents  and  on  Feb.  11  to  3.08  cents  per  pound  after  which  it  increased 
on  successive  days  reaching  3.30  cents  on  Feb.  19.  For  the  period 
Feb.  1-24  the  spot  quotation  averaged  3.20  cents  per  pound  compared 
with  3.17  cents  during  the  same  period  last  year.  On  Feb.  24,  the 
spot  quotation  for  world  sugar  was  3.35  cents  per  pound  and  on  that 
date  futures  contracts  for  May  1970  delivery  were  quoted  at  3.47  cents 
per  pound  ana  contracts  for  May  1971  delivery  at  3.58  cents. 
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NUTRITIVE  SWEETENERS:  WHOLESALE  PRICE  COMPARISONS 

 1956-68

This  is  the  third  and  final  part  of  the  study  entitled  "Distribution 
of  Nutritive  Sweeteners  for  Consumption  in  the  Continental  United 
States  by  Type  of  Buyer,  1956  through  1968,  with  Wholesale  Price 
Comparisons,"  a  summary  of  which  appeared  in  Sugar  Reports  No. 
206,  July  1969.  Part  one,  which  discussed  the  over-all  relationship 
of  the  distribution  of  nutritive  sweeteners  in  the  continental  United 
States  appeared  in  Sugar  Reports  No.  207,  August  1969.  Part  two, 
which  discussed  the  distribution  of  nutritive  sweeteners  by  type  of 
buyer  was  published  in  Sugar  Reports  No.  210,   November  1969. 

WHOLESALE  PRICE  COMPARISONS 

Wholesale  price  quotations  for  nutritive  sweeteners  were  com- 
pared to  throw  some  light  on  the  effect  of  changing  price  relationships 
on  distribution  patterns.  Price  quotations  were  used  simply  because 
the  actual  prices  at  which  sweeteners  were  sold  are  not  known.  It  is 
the  frequent  practice  of  sellers  to  make  allowances  and  discounts  on 
sales  to  meet  competitive  conditions.  In  many  instances  these  allow- 
ances are  significant.  However,  the  long  period  (13  years)  of  the  study 
tends  to  dampen  this  significance. 

Comparisons  of  the  prices  for  nutritive  sweeteners  were  made 
based  upon  wholesale  price  quotations  for  refined  sugar,  corn  sirup 
and  dextrose  in  New  York  and  Chicago  during  the  calendar  years  19 56 
through  1968. 

Comparable  price  basis 

The  quotations  for  corn  sirup  and  dextrose  were  converted  to  a 
dry  weight  basis  by  dividing  the  corn  sirup  price  by  .  803(80  .  3  percent 
solids)  and  the  dextrose  price  by  .  92(92  pe  rcent  solids).  This  was 
done  to  put  the  quotations  for  the  three  sweeteners  on  the  more 
comparable  dry  weight  basis,    although  this  should  hot  be  interpreted 
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as  a  comparable  sweetness  basis.  Generally,  corn  sirup  of  a  70  dex- 
trose equivalent  (70  d .  e . ) ,  dry  basis,  will  have  a  relative  sweetness 
of  about  70-75  percent  of  sucrose  (sugar)  with  dextrose  falling  in  the 
range  of  75-80  percent.  The  average  calendar  year  prices  used  in 
this  study  are  simple  averages  of  the  monthly  price  quotations  for  each 
of  the  sweeteners. 

Price  trends 

Sugar  and  dextrose  prices  trended  upward  during  the  period  of  the 
study  while  corn  sirup  prices    trended  downward .  The  general 

relationship  was  much  the  same  whether  the  prices  used  were  for 
New  York  or  Chicago  (Tables  1  and  2).  In  1968,  the  New  :  York  quo- 
tations for  sugar  and  dextrose  averaged  17.2  and  12.8  percent, 
respectively,  above  the  1957-59  average,  and  corn  sirup  prices  were 
5.4  percent  below  the  base  *  period  average.  In  Chicago,  the  1968 
price  quotations  for  sugar  and  dextrose  averaged  12.2  and  14.6 
percent,  respectively,  above  and  corn  sirup  prices  T.  6  percent  below 
the  base  period  averages. 

The  relationship  between  the  price  quotations  for  refined  sugar 
and  corn  sirup  has  changed  significantly  since  1956.  In  both  New  York 
and  Chicago,  corn  sirup  price  quotations  averaged  a  higher  percentage 
of  the  sugar  price  during  the  base  period  than  during  any  subsequent 
year.  Corn  sirup  prices  as  a  percentage  of  sugar  price  quotations, 
during  the  early  years  of  the  study,  followed  a  declining  pattern 
capped  in  1963,  the  year  when  sugar  was  in  short  supply,  by  an 
abrupt  drop  to  61  percent  of  the  sugar  quotation  in  Chicago  and  6  5 
percent  in  New  York.  Corn  sirup  price  quotations  increased  in 
relation  to  those  of  sugar  in  both  cities  in  1964  and  1965,  declined  in 
1966  and  1967  and  increased  slightly  in  1968  (Figures   1  and  2). 

The  relationship  between  the  price  quotations  for  dextrose  and 
sugar  followed  a  similar  pattern  but  in  lesser  degree  .Dextrose-price 
quotations  averaged  a  relatively  high  percentage  of  the  sugar  quota- 
tations  during  the  base  period  (89  percent  in  New  York  and  92  percent 
in  Chicago).  They  remained  within  a  few  percentage  points  of  the  base 
period  average  through  1962  and  declined  sharply  in  1963.  Dextrose 
price  quotations  increased  in  relation  to  those  of  sugar  in  both  New 
York  and  Chicago  in  1964,  1965  and  1966,  remained  at  86  percent  of

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the  sugar  price  quotations  in  New  York  during  1966,  1967  and  1968 
while  averaging  9 2  percent  of  the  sugar  quotations  in  Chicago  in  1966 
and  1967  and  rising  to  94  percent  in  1968. 

Year-to-year  changes  in  sugar  and  dextrose  price  quotations  in 
both  New  York  and  Chicago  gene  rally  moved  in  the  same  direction  and 
reacted  similarly  to  the  threatened  short  supplies  of  sugar  in  1963 
which  resulted  from  relatively  low  world  sugar  production  in  1961-62 
and  1962-63.  Year-to-year  changes  in  corn  sirup  price  quotations, 
which  seemed  to  follow  the  same  general  pattern  in  both  cities,  did 
not  react  to  changes  in  sugar  prices  as  consistently  or  as  closely  as 
did  the  dextrose  quotations.  Corn  sirup  price  quotations  did  not 
always  change  in  the  same  direction  as  the  sugar  and  dextrose 
quotations  and  reacted  rather  mildly  to  the  increased  sugar  quotations 
in  1963. 

During  the  13-year  period  of  the  study,  the  New  York  sugar 
price  quotations  trended  upward  .174  cent  per  pound  per  year  and  the 
Chicago  quotations  .115  cent.  Prior  to  196 J  (19 56 -62)  the  upward  trend 
averaged  .112  cent  per  pound  for  New  York  and.  035  cent  for  Chicago, 
while  after  1964  (1965-68)  the  upward  trend  averaged  .212  cent  for 
New  York  and   .19  5  for  Chicago. 

The  price  quotations  for  dextrose  during  the  1956-68  period 
trended  upward  .103  cent  per  pound  per  year  for  New  York  and  .084 
for  Chicago.  Prior  to  1963  (1956-62)  the  New  York  trend  was  down 
.003  and  .041  for  Chicago,  but  after  1964  (1965-68)  the  trend  was 
upward  .19  5  cent  per  pound  for  New  York  and  .300  cent  for  Chicago. 

Corn  sirup  price  quotations  for  the  1956168  period  trended 
downward  .023  cent  per  pound  for  New  York  and  .029  cent  for 
Chicago.  Prior  to  1963  the  trend  was  down  .088  cent  for  New  York 
and  .062  for  Chicago  as  well  as  after  1964  (1965-68)  when  it  was 
down  .240  for  New  York  and  .286  for  Chicago.  Corn  sirup  prices  had 
advanced  sharply  in  1963,  1964  and  1965. 
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There  appeared  to  be  a  distinct  relationship  between  the  price 
trends  for  the  three  sweeteners  and  the  quantities  of  the  sweeteners 
distributed  during  the  period  of  the  study  (Table  3).  However,  during 
most  of  the  period,  the  price  differentials  widened  and  distribution 
patterns  changed  gradually  from  year  to  year.  This  suggests  that  the 
passage  of  time  and  developments  unrelated  to  price  but  based  on 
changes  in  the  arts  were  also  important. 

Through  calendar  year   1967,    corn  sirup,   with  a  declining  price 

tr^end,   had  the  largest  percentage  increase  in  total  distribution  

66  percent  the  largest  increase  in  per  capita  distribution  --about 
4.0  pounds  --  and  increased  its  share  of  the  total  nutritive  sweetener 
deliveries  from  8  percent  in  the  base  period  to  11  percent  in  1967. 
Dextrose,  with  a  rising  price  trend,  but  not  so  pronounced  as  that  of 
sugar,  had  the  next  largest  percentage  increase  in  total  deliveries  -- 
30  percent  and  increased  its  share  of  the  total  nutritive  sweetener 
deliveries  from  3.7  percent  in  the  base  period  to  4.1  percent  in  1967. 
Sugar  had  the  largest  percentage  increase  in  quoted  prices,  the 
smallest  percentage  increase  in  total  deliveries  --  15  percent  --  a 
declining  share  in  the  total  nutritive  sweetener  distribution  --  from 
88.4  percent  in  the  base  period  to  84.9  percent  in  1967  --  but  an 
increase  in  per  capita  deliveries  of  1.0  pound  as  compared  with 
dextrose  which  increased  only  0.6  pound. 

RELATIONSHIP  OF  PRICE  DIFFERENTIALS  TO  CHANGES  IN  THE 
SHARE  OF  TOTAL  NUTRITIVE  SWEETENER  DELIVERIES 


The  differential  in  prices  for  the  three  sweeteners  may  vary 
among  different  distribution  areas  reflecting  varying  competitive  and 
cost  relationships  peculiar  to  those  areas.  For  example,  an  article 
in  a  trade  publication  dated  October  21,  1968^  compares  the  prices 
of  the  three  sweeteners  in  New  York  City,  Chicago,  Illinois  and  Los 
Angeles,  California.  The  comparison  shows  that  while  corn  sirup 
prices  on  a  dry  weight  basis  in  New  York  City  averaged  about  70 
percent  of  the  sucrose  prices,  in  Chicago  they  averaged  about  62 
percent  and  in  Los  Angeles  about  78  percent.  Dextrose  prices  on  the 
other  hand  averaged  about  86  percent  of  the  sucrose  prices  in  all 
three  markets  . 

The  discussion  which  follows  was  based  on  an  analysis  of  prices 
and  price  differentials  between  sugar  and  the  two  corn  sweeteners  in 
New  York  and  Chicago.  Analysis  of  the  data  for  the  two  cities 
resulted  in  similar  conclusions,    i.e.,    that  the  relationship  between

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price  differentials  and  their  effect  on  distribution  was  the  same  in 
both  cities  . 

Table  4  shows  for  the  two  cities  the  price  differentials  between 
sugar  and  the  two  corn  sweeteners  and  the  changes  in  the  share  of 
each  sweetener  in  the  total  nutritive  sweetener  deliveries.  The  charts 
which  follow  have  been  based  on  data  collected  in  New  York  but  are 
considered  representative  of  the  relationships  developed  from  data 
collected  for  Chicago. 

Corn  sirup  vs  sugar 

The  differentials  between  sugar  and  corn  sirup  price  quotations 
in  New  York  were  compared  with  the  change  in  corn  sirup's  share  of 
total  sweetener  deliveries  for  calendar  years  1956  through  1967. (fig.  3) 
Similar  price  data  collected  in  Chicago  gave  the  same  graphic  picture 
of  the  comparisons.  Some  of  the  conclusions  that  may  be  drawn  from 
the  comparisons  of  these  data  are: 

(1)  There  was  a  decided  relationship  between  the  price  differ- 
ential for  sugar  and  corn  sirup  and  corn  sirup's  share  of  total 
nutritive  sweetener  deliveries  during  the  years  1956  through  1962. 

The  data  indicate  a  relatively  straight  line  progression  of 
increases  in  the  differentials  associated  with  increases  in  corn 
sirup's  share  of  the  total  sweetener  deliveries.  The  relationship 
might  even  be  extended  two  years  to  include  1963  and  1964  if  one 
assumes  some  corn  sirup  buyers  in  1964  had  a  slightly  delayed 
reaction  to  steeply  rising  sugar  prices  in  the  prior  year.  The  data 
would  be  even  more  consistent  with  that  line  of  thought  if  one  were 
to  make  the  following  assumption:  The  strong  increase  (.8  percent) 
in  corn  sirup's  share  of  deliveries  which  occurred  in  1962  reflected 
some  degree  of  stock-piling,  or  forward  purchasing  of  corn  sirup. 
Sugar  prices  were  rising  in  that  year  because  of  the  possibility  of 
a  later  short  supply.  These  assumptions  might  explain  the  relatively 
small  year-to-year  increase  in  corn  sirup's  share  of  the  market 
(.3  percent)  in  1963  when  sugar  prices  and  the  differential  peaked

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(drawing  down  supplies  already  contracted  for  in  1962)  ,and  the  strong 
increase  (1.0  percent)  in  corn  sirup's  share  of  total  deliveries  in 
1964  when  the  differential  had  declined  from  more  than  4  cents  per 
pound  in  1963  to  less  than  3  cents  in  1964  (Figure  5).  Product 
formulas  had  been  changed  toward  a  greater  dependence  upon  corn 
sirup  and  were  not  later  disturbed  in  some  instances  even  after  the 
price  differential  had  narrowed. 

(2)  There  is  a  limit  to  the  extent  that  corn  sirup  can  be  used  to 
replace  other  sweeteners  especially  within  a  limited  time  span,  but 
price  is  a  major  incentive  t  During  the  years  1956-60,  relatively 
moderate  increases  in  the  price  differential  between  sugar  and  corn 
sirup  were  associated  with  relatively  moderate  increases  in  corn 
sirup's  share  of  deliveries  of  all  nutritive  sweeteners  .  Taking  the 
years  1961-64  as  a  single  period,  a  relatively  large  increase  in  the 
price  differential  was  associated  with  a  relatively  large  increase  in 
corn  sirup's  share  of  the  market.  During  the  balance  of  'the  period 
reviewed,  again  taken  as  a  unit,  very  moderate  increases  in  the 
differentials  were  associated  with  very  moderate  increases  (less  than 
.1  percent  per  year)  in  corn  sirup's  share  of  total  sweetener 
deliveries  . 

(3)  The  data  further  indicate  that  increases  in  corn  sirup's  share 
of  the  total  sweetener  deliveries,  once  they  have  occurred  and  for 
whatever  reason,  tend  to  remain.  This  conclusion  is  supported  by 
increases  in  corn  sirup's  share  each  year  above  the  prior  year, 
except  in  1965,  when  it  remained  the  same  as  in  1964,  even  though 
the  price  differential  declined  substantially  in  1964  and  1965. 

Dextrose  vs  sugar 

Figure  4  compares  the  differentials  between  sugar  and  dextrose 
price  quotations  in  New  York  and  the  percentage  of  total  nutritive 
sweetener  deliveries  accounted  for  by  dextrose  during  the  study.  The 
dextrose  price  quotations,  while  lower  than  for  sugar  were  higher 
than  those  for  corn  sirup  so  that  the  price  differential  between  sugar 
and  dextrose  was   somewhat  less  than  between  sugar  and  corn  sirup.

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There  was  also  substantially  less  fluctuation  in  dextrose's  share  of 
the  total  sweetener  deliveries.  In  all  of  the  years  except  1957,  I960 
and  1965,  an  increase  or  decrease  in  the  differential  between  sugar 
and  dextrose  prices  was  associated  with  a  change  in  the  same 
direction  of  dextrose's  share  of  total  sweetener  deliveries.  In  1957, 
the  differential  increased  and  dextrose's  share  of  deliveries  remained 
unchanged.  In  I960,  dextrose's  share  declined  .2  percent  even  though 
the  price  differential  in  New  York  increased,  however,  the 
differential  decreased  in  Chicago.  In  1965,  the  price  differential 
declined  substantially  while  dextrose's  share  of  the  total  sweetener 
deliveries  remained  unchanged. 

Dextr os e  ' s  m or e  moderate  shifts  in  the  share  of  total  sweetener 
deliveries  may  have  been  partly  because  of  smaller  price  differentials 
as  compared  with  sugar  and  corn  sirup  i  .e.  less  prospective  savings 
for  buyers  but  more  importantly  to  the  inconvenience  of  handling 
associated  with  the  use  of  dextrose  (not  as  readily  adaptable  as  corn 
sirup  to  liquid  sugar  systems  used  by  many  industrial  users)  which 
might  have  offset  any  possible  economies  to  be  gained  by  the  use  of 
a  lower  priced  sweetener. 

Corn  sirup 

Figure  5  shows  the  relationship  between  year-to-year  changes  in 
the  price  differential  between  sugar  and  corn  sirup  in  New  York  and 
the  year-to-year  changes  in  corn  sirup's  share  of  the  total  nutritive 
sweetener  deliveries  for  the  period  1956-67. 

Corn  sirup's  share  of  total  nutritive  sweeteners  increased  in  each 
year  of  the  study,  except  in  1965  when  the  share  remained  the  same 
as  in  1964.  There  appeared  to  be  little  relationship  between  the 
year-to-year  change  in  the  price  differential  and  the  year-to-year 
change  in  share  of  the  total  sweetener  deliveries.  For  example,  from 
I960  to  1961  the  price  differential  between  sugar  and  corn  sirup 
increased  .51  cent  per  pound^in  New  York  and  .34  cent  per  pound  in 
Chicago.  Associated  with  this  change  was  an  increase  in  corn  sirup's 
share  of  total  sweetener  deliveries  of  .3  percent.  From  1961  to  1962 
the  price  differential  increased  .29  cent  per  pound  in  New  York  and 
.48  cent  in  Chicago  and  corn  sirup's  share  of  total  sweetener 
deliveries  increased  .8  percent.  From  1963  to   1964,  the  price  differ-

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ential  decreased  1.40  cents  per  pound  in  New  York  and  1.46  cents  in 
Chicago  while  corn  sirup's  share  of  total  sweetener  deliveries 
increased  1.0  percent. 

The  change  in  price  differential  between  sugar  and  corn  sirup 
appeared  more  closely  related  to  changes  in  corn  sirup's  share  of  the 
total  sweetener  deliveries  in  the  following  year  than  in  the  same  year 
but  even  in  this  instance  the  relationship  was  not  always  clear-cut  or 
consistent . 

Dextrose 

Figure  6  shows'  the  relationship  between  year  to  year  changes  in  the 
differential  between  -the  price- of  sugar  in  New  York  and  year  to  year 
changes.in  dextrose '  s  share  -of  the  total  nutritive  sweetener  deliveries. 
Dextros e 1  s  share  of  the  total  sweetener  deliveries  increased  over  the 
previous  year  in  6  of  the  11  succeeding  years  from  1956  through 
1967,  declined  in  three  and  remained  unchanged  in  two.  Generally, 
a  change  in  the  price  differential  between  sugar  and  dextrose  was 
as sociated with  a  change  in  the  same  direction  of  dextrose's  share  of 
total  deliveries  of  nutritive  sweeteners.  Exceptions  were  1956-57 
when  a  .09  cent  per  pound  increase  in  the  price  differential  in  New 
York  and  a  .25  cent  increase  in  Chicago  was  associated  with  no 
change  in  dextrose's  share  and  1964-65  when  a  decline  of  .31  cent 
per  pound  in  the  differential  in  New  York  and  a  .41  cent  in  Chicago 
was  associated  with  no  change  in  dextrose's  share  of  deliveries. 

Effect  of  corn  prices 

As  has  been  shown  there  was  a  relationship  between  the  quoted 
prices  for  sugar  and  dextrose  but  little,  if  any,  between  sugar  and 
corn  sirup.  Figure  7  compares  the  price  quotations  for  sugar  and 
corn  sirup  with  the  weighted  average  cash  price  for  No.  2  yellow 
corn  in  Chicago  for  the  calendar  years  1956-68. 

This  graphic  picture  indicates  there  is  a  much  closer  relation- 
ship between  the  prices  for  corn  sirup  and  No.  2  yellow  corn  than 
between  the  prices  for  sugar  and  corn  sirup.  The  extent  to  which  corn 
sirup  is  used  to  replace  sugar  is  affected  by  how  much  the  price  of 
corn  sirup  is  below  sugar,    as  has  been  shown,    but  it  appears  that

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the  fluctuations  in  year-to-year  corn  sirup  prices  are  closely  related 
to  the  price  of  No.    2  yellow  corn. 

Observations 

1.  Although  still  in  a  relatively  minor  degree,  corn  sweeteners 
have  replaced  sugar  persistently  during  the  last  decade. 

2.  Price  has  been  an  important  factor  in  the  competition  among 
sweetene r s  . 

3.  Gains  in  corn  sirup's  share  of  the  total  sweetener  deliveries 
during  the  period  of  the  study  persisted  without  interruption  while 
those  of  dextrose   showed  some  tendency  to  fluctuate. 

4.  The  price  of  corn  sirup  appears  to  be  more  closely  related  to 
the  price  of  corn  than  to  sucrose. 

5.  Improved  technology  in  the  sugar  industry  and  in  the  corn  wet 
milling  industry  and  their  markets  for  by-products  will  be  important 
factors  in  the  competitive  relationship  between  sugar  and  corn  sirup. 

6.  For  the  future,  the  relationship  of  sugar  and  corn  prices  will 
be  important  to  everyone  engaged  in  the  sugar  and  wet  corn  milling 
industries  .
